G.S.R. 419(E).—In exercise of the powers conferred by Section 141 of the Border 
Security Force Act, 1968 (47 of 1968), and in supersession of all the existing rules and 
orders on the subject, the Central Government hereby makes the following rules, namely :— 

1. Short tide and commencement.—(1) These rules may be called the Border Security 
Force (Subordinate Officers and Under Officers) Promotion and Seniority Rules, 1975. 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of their publication in the Official Gazette. 

2. In these rules, unless the context otherwise require.^, 

(a) “Sub-Scctor” includes the Battalions, Units and Establishments under a Deputy 

Inspector General. 

(b) “Sector” includes all Sub-Sectors, Units and Establishments under an Inspector- 

General. 

(c) Words and expressions used herein and not defined but defined in the Border 

Security Force Act, 1968 have the meanings rcspecti' cly assigned to them 
in that Act. 

3. AppUcatlioa of njle.s.—^These rules shall apply to the Subordinate Officers, Under- 
Officers and all other enrolled persons of the Border Security Force.

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4. Basis of Promotion.—Promotion lo tho members of the Pbree U> whojn these rnics 
apply shall be based on merit and snitabiliiy in all respeets, with due regard to seniority. 

5. Pre-promoHon course.—(1) Subject to the provjsiops of rule 21, every such member 
of the Force shall, before any promotion, be required to pass a pre-promotion course 
referred to in sub-rule (3) or such other examinations as may be speciticd by the Hirector 
General, from time to time; 

Provided that if the competent authority is satisfied that due to exigencies of service 
or other rea^ns, any such member is not able to pass the pre-promotion course, he may, 
with the prior approval of the next superior authority, be promoted but he shall be 
required to pass the next available pre-promotion course failing which he may be reverted, 

(2) For the puiposes of these rules, the authority specified in column (2) of the Table 
below shaU be the competent authority In respect of the promotions mentioned in the 
corresponding entry in column (1) thereof:

6 . Matutemuice of senior^ list of Constables, Lance Naiks, Nalks and Head- 
Constables.—Upto and including the rank of a Head-Constable, seniority lists shall be 
maintained Battalion-wise or Institution-wise or Unit-wise and Inter-Biittalion, Inter-Unit 
and Inter-Institution transfers, in these ranks, shall be kept to the minimum except when 
such transfers are necessary in view of exigencies of operations. 

7. List of seniority of Sub-Inspectont.—The list of seniority of Sub-Inspectors of the 
Sub-S«ctor shall be maintained by the Deputy Inspector General: 

Provided that in respect of persons working in the Border Security porce Academy, 
Tekanpur, Border Security Force Training Centre and School, HazaribaglA’ Central School 
of Weapons and Tactics, Indore and all Battalions in the Headquarters Restffvc and Artillery 
Regiment, such list shall be maintained by the Commandant, Border Security ■ Force 
Academy, Tekanpur, and all such institutions and Battalions shall, for the purposes of 
this rule, be construed as one sub-sector. 
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8 . List of seniority of Subedar (Inspectors).—The list of seniority of Subedars 
(Inspectors) of the Sector shall bo maintained by the Inspector General; 

Provided that in respect of persons working in the Border Seenrity Force Academy. 
Tekanpur, Border Security Force Training Centre and School, Hazaribagh, Central School 
of Weapons and Tactics, Indore, and all Battalions in the Headquarters Reserve and 
Artillery Regiment, such list shall be maintained by the Commandant, Border Security 
Force Academy, Tekanpur, and all such institutions and Battalions shall, for the purposes 
of this rule, be construed as one sector. 

9. Basis of 8enlority.~9cniority in any rank shall be determined on the basis of 
continuous regular appointment in that rank. 

10. Promotion to short-term vacancies.—(a) Promotions to short-term vacancies may 
be made on an officiating basis if the exigencies of service so require, 

(b) Such promotions may be made from amongst persons who have been approved 
for promotion, by the competent authority, mentioned m rule 11 . 

11. Aiitborltles to approve officiating promotions,.—^Thc authorities mentioned in 
column (1) of the Table below shall be the competent authority to make officiating 
promotions in short-term vacancies in the ranks mentioned in the corresponding entry 
in column ( 2 ) thereof:

13. Maintenance of Proraotlah Lists.—(1) The Commandant shall make entries in 
lists 'A' to ‘C’, the Deputy Inspector General in list ‘D’ and the Inspector General in 
list ‘E’, Entries in lists ‘D’ and ’E' in respect of units directly under the Director General 
shall be made by the Directorate General. 

(2) Consolidated gradation lists of Head-Constables approved for inclusion in list ‘D’ 
and of Sub-Inspectors (Platoon Commanders) approved for inclusion in list 'E' shall be 
maintained at the Directorate General, Border Security Force. 

14. procedure of selectini; Constables for List ‘A’ and promotloit from Constable to 
I.ance Nalh.—(1) Once in every year, the Commandant shall obtain nominations from 
the Company Commanders and other Sub-Unit Commanders, of Constables as are qftalified 
for promotion to the rank of L/Naik and arc considered suitable for being brought on 
List ‘A’, 

(2) All such nominees shall have.— 

(i) Completed not less than two years’ service as Constables; 

(ii) attained such educational standards as may be specified by the Director General. 

(3) The Commandant shall constitute a Board consisting of himself or his Second-in- 
Command, a Deputy Commandant or an Assistant Commandant and a Company 
Commander, in rotation, who shall assess the nominees in such manner as may be laid 
down from time to time by the Director General and prepare a list of names to be 
entered in List ‘A’, taking into consideration the anticipated vacancies for the year. 

15. Procedure of selecting loanee Nnlkg for IJst ‘B’ and promotion from Lance Nalk 
to Nalk.—(1) Once in every year, the Commandant shall obtain nominations from the 
Company Commanders and other sub-unit Commanders, of Lance Naiks who are qualified 
for promotion as Naiks and are considered suitable for being brought on List ‘B’. 

(2) All such nominees shall have— 

(i) completed not less than two years' service as Lance Naiks; 

(ii) attained such educational .standards as may be spvecified by the Director General. 

(3) The Commandant shall con.stitute a Board consisting of himself or his Second-in- 
Command, a Deputy Commandant or an Assistant Commandant and a Company 
Commander, in rotation, who shall assess all the nominees in such manner as may he 
laid down from time to time by Director General and prepare a list of names to be 
entered in Li.st ‘B', taking into consideration the anticipated vacancies for the year. 

16. Procedure of .selectinc Naiks for List ‘C’ and promotion from Nalk to Head 
Constable.—(I) Once in every year, the Commandant shall obtain nominations from the 
Company Commanders and other sub-unit Commanders, of Naiks who are qualified for 
promotion as Head-Constables and are considered suitable for being brought on List ‘C’. 

(2) All such nominees shall have— 

(i) completed not less than two years’ service as Naiks; 

(ii) attained such educational .standards as may be specified by the Director General. 

(3) The Commandant shall constitute a Board consisting of himself or his Second-in- 
Command, a Deputy Commandant or an Assistant Commandant and a Company 
Commander, in rotation, who shall asses,s all the nominees in such manner as may be 
laid down from time to time by Director General and prepare a list of names to be 
entered in List ‘C, taking into consideration the anticipated vacancies for the year. 

17. Procedure of selecting Head-Constables for List ‘D’ and promotion from Head- 
Constable to Sub-Insncctor (Platoon Conimander).—^tl) (a) Once in every year, the 
Caamraandant shall obtain nominations from the Companv Comnianders and other 
Sub-Unit Commanders, of such He'ad-Constables as are oualiflcd for promotion to Ibe 
rank of Sub-Inspector (Platoon Commander) and arc considered suitable for the same, 

(b) All such nominees .shall have—■ 

fi) completed not less than three years’ service as Head-Constables; 

(ii) attained such educational standards as may be specified by the Director Gener.d. 

tc) The Commandant shall consider all sneb nominations and others whom tt" 
considers suitable and send the nominations to the Deputy Inspector General giving hiS 
reasons in each case for his recommendations. 
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(2) (a) The Deputy Inspector General shall constitute a Board consisting of himself 
and two Commandants : 

Provided that in respect of the Sub-Seotor referred to in the proviso to rule 7, the 
Board shall consist of three members nominated by the Director General. 

(b) The Board shall review the service records of the nominees and take into 
consideration their performance in the courses attended by them. 

(c) The Board shall assess all such nominees in such manner as may be laid down 
from time to time by the Director General. 

(3) The Board shall prepare a li.9t of names to be entered in List ‘D’, taking into 
consideration the anticipated vacancies for the year. 

(4) A gradation list of Head-Constables approved for inclusion in List ‘D’ shall be 
nnintained by the Inspector General. 

18. Procedure of selecting Sub-Inspectors (Platoon Commanders) for List “E’ and 
promotion from Sub-Inspector (Platoon Commander) to Subednr (Inspector/Company 2 
I/C).—(1) Once in every year, the Commandants shall recommend to the Inspector 
General throngh the Deputy Inspectors General, names of such Sub-Inspectors (Platoon 
Commanders) whom they consider suitable for promotion to the rank of Subedar 
(Inspector/Company 2 I/C). 

(2) All such nominees shall have— 

(i) completed not less than three years’ service as Sub-Inspectors; 

(ii) attained such educational standards a,s may be specified by the Director General. 

(3) The Inspector General shall constitute a Board consisting of himself and all the 
Deputy Inspectors General under him and at least one Commandant: 

Provided that in respect of Sector referred to in the Proviso to rule 8, the Board 
shall consist of one Deputy Inspector General nominated by t'ne Director General, the 
Commandants of the Border Security Force Academy. Tekanpur, Border Security Force 
Training Centre and School, Hazaribagh, Central .School of Weapons and Tactics, Indore, 
and one Commandant of a Battalion in the Headouarters Reserve and shall be presided 
over by such officer as may be nominated by the Director General 

(4) The Board shall review the service records of the nominees and take into con¬ 
sideration their performance in the courses attended by them. 

(5) The Board shall assess all such nominees in such manner as may be laid down 
from time to time by Director General. 

tbl The Board shall prepare a list of names to be entered in List ‘E’, taking into 
consideration the anticipated vacancies for the year. 

19. Procedure for preparation of promotion lists -4'1) The names of nominees found 
fit for inclusion in the afore-mentioned promotion lists shall be arranged by the Board 
concerned in the order of seniority : 

Provided that any junior person who. in the opinion of the Board, is of exceptional 
merit, may for reasons to be recorded in writing, be assigned a position in the list higher 
than that of others senior to him. 

(2) The names of such Persons as are approved by a Board for inclusion in a 
promotion list shall be placed below the names of those persons who had been approved 
by the previous Boards, 

20. Accelerated promotions.—^The competent authority, mav with the prior approval 
of the next superior authority, promote out-of-turn, to the next higher rank, any person 
who is considered to be of exceptional merit: 

Provided that the number of persons so promoted shall not exceed ten per cent of 
the total nimiber of vacancies in each rank in any one year. 

21. Promottan of Technical Personnel.—The nromotion of such personnel unto and 
incltldine the rank of Tnspeclor, as mav he designated as ''-ebpical, bv the Director 
General, from time to time, shall also be governed by the foregoing rules with the 
exception that— 

(a) such tcchnic'd personnel shall Ire rcauiTed to pass such prescribed trade tests 
in their respective trades, instead of the pre-promotion cbutscs mentioned 
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in sub-rule (3) of rule 5, for promotion to such higher rankg as may be 
specified by the Director General; 

(b) promotion Boards in respect of technical personnel shall be constituted by the 
Director General and the promotion lists for diflerent ranks shall be 
maintained by such authorities as may be specified by the Director Gcnerai 
from time to time,
